1 MDzꝛaſmuch as it is ſtatute and oꝛdained by the fourth 
Act of the ſecond Seſſion of our Soveraign Lo2d's 

irt Parliament, That none be permitted thereafter 
to pꝛeach in publick, oꝛ in families, oz teath any pub- 
lick School, oz to be Pedagogue to the childzen of 
Perſons bf Quality, without Licence of the Ozdinaxy 
dl the Dioceſs : And that notwithſtanding of theſand 
Act, diverſe perſons do ſtill continue to pꝛeach and keep Schools , and 
inſtruct youth; as School-Watters oꝛ Pedagogues, without Licence 
from the D2dinary, as is pꝛovided by the ſaid Act: And do thereby the 
mozeeaſily take occaſion to inſtill into the hearts of the Subjects, pꝛin⸗ 
ciples of difloyalty and ſedition, and of diſaffection to the Government 
of Churchand State, as the ſame is now by Laweſtabliſhed, There- 
foze the Commiſſion appointed byhis Majeſty fo2 executing the Lawes 
in Church affairs, accoꝛding to the power committed to them: And in 
pꝛoſetution of. the fozeſaid Act of Parliament, and intent thereof, 
Doth yereby diſcharge all and what ſoever perſon oz perſons here- 
after, to Pꝛeach, Lectur, oꝛ exhoꝛt publickly, o2 in families, oz keep 
any publick oz pꝛivat School, oꝛ inſtruct youth as School⸗Maſter, 
._ b2 Pedagogue, o292dinarly perfotme any exerciſes of Divine ozſhip 

in families, oz from houſe to houſe , without Licence from the O2d1- 
nary of the Dtoceſs , with certification to the cantravieners they ſhall 
be pzoceeded againd as ſeditions perſons, and the puniſhment due to 
ſeditigus perſons. after due conviction of the crime. inflicted upon them 
acco2dingly : And further, they do hereby diſcharge all and every of 
his Majeſties Ubjects, after publication hereof, to hear any ſuch 
unlicenfed perſon (he being known to be ſuch) P2each, Lectur., oz 
exhoꝛt publitkly, oz in families; as alſo to ſuffer any fuch Schools to 
be kept within their bounds, o2 to entertain any unlicenſed perſon to 
inſtruct youth, as Pedagogue, oz School-Waſter , oz o2dinarily 
perkoꝛm exerciſes of Divine Wozſhip within their familie, after the

ſwerable upon their obedience to the Lawes of the Bingdome. And 
oꝛdain theſe pꝛeſentg to be publiſhed at the Market Croſſes of the head⸗ 
Burghs of the reſpective Shyꝛes within this Kingdome, that none 
pꝛetend ignoꝛance of the ſamine. |
